No. 5(12)/E“in/93.—The Government have decided that the Terms of Reference of the Fifth Central Pay Commission 
as contained in this Ministry's Resolution of even number dated 9th April, 1994 and amended vide this Ministry's Resolution 
of even number dated 12th January, 1995 shall be further amended by the addition of a new para 2(g) below para 2(f) 
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asunder — 

2(g) "The Commission may consider whether another instalment of intenm relief may be granted to the Central 
Government employees and give an intenm report thereon The intenm relief, if recommended, shall have to be 
fully adjusted against and subsumed in the package which may become admissible to the Central Government 
employees on acceptance of the final recommendations of the Pay Commission " 
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
